The  Vital  Importance  of  Testing  Seeds 

Our  Seed  Testing  Laboratory  has  been  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  a seed  expert,  who  has  handled  the  testing  of 
Wood’s  Seeds  for  nearly  twenty  years.

It  is  simply  astounding  to  think  that  farmers  will 
buy  seeds  from  any  source,  and  plant  them  without  any  state- 
ment of  analysis.  There  are  untold  quantities  of  seeds  that 
will  be  sold  to  farmers  this  year  on  which  the  analysis  is 
merely  a guess-work  proposition,  and  figures  are  placed  on 
the  tags  that  under  normal  conditions  will  pass  the  various 
State  requirements. 

We  do  not  guess  about  the  quality  of  Wood’s  Seeds.  They 
must  pass  certain  standards  from  actual  tests  before  they  are 
offered  or  exposed  for  sale.

Our  methods  of  cleaning  seeds  have  always  been  given  the 
most  careful  attention,  and  with  our  battery  of  various  clean- 
ing machines  we  are  in  a position  to  supply  seeds  of  high 
tested  purity,  seeds  that  are  free  from  light,  shrivelled  grains. 
Shrivelled  seeds  cannot  produce  healthy  and  strong  plants. 
Do  you  know  that  every  bushel  of  Oats,  Wheat,  Rye  and  other 
grains  are  put  through  our  cleaning  machines  before  being 
sent  out  to  our  customers?

Italian  seed  resulted  iin 
poor  crop  or  failure  in  nearly  every  trial  made  by  the  Depart- 
ment.” 

For  the  past  thirty  years,  or  probably  more,  America  has 
been  both  an  exporter  and  an  importer  of  clover  seed,  exporting 
to  Europe  when  her  crop  was  heavy  and  when  she  had  more 
than  enough  for  her  own  use,  and  importing  from  Europe  when 
her  crop  was  short.  The  clover  mostly  imported  has  been 
coming  from  the  Northern  countries  of  Europe.  During  the 
past  season  the  northern  part  of  France,  which  has  some  of  the 
best  cultivated  lands  in  the  world,  raised  a magnificent  crop  of 
Red  Clover,  and  owing  to  the-  shortage  of  American  Red  Clover, 
something  like  75,000  bags  have  already  been  bought  for  im- 
portation tO'  America  from  this  section.  Our  own  tests  have 
shown  that  French  Red  Clover  is  suited  to  Virginia  and  the 
Middle  Atlantic  States. 

The  unsuitability  of  Italian  Red  Clover  is  so  well  understood 
that  we  believe  no  responsible  seedsmen  would  either  import 
or  sell  this  seed.  Our  own  customers  can  be  absolutely  assured 
that  we  never  would  sell  Italian  or  other  unsuited  clovers. 

We  are  very  fortunate  in  securing  several  car  loads  of  the 
very  highest  grade  American  Northwestern  Grown  Red  Clover, 
testing  over  99%%  pure.  This  seed  is  of  the  highest  grade 
quality  obtainable  and  admirably  adapted  to  any  climatic  con- 
ditions in  this  country.  This  seed  we  are  offering  under  our 
Trade  Mark  Brand,  marked  “Pera.” 

We  can  also  supply  French  Grown  Seed,  grown  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  France,  which  has  given  very  good  Results  on 
our  test  farm  for  the  past  several  years.  This  seed  we  offer 
under  our  mark  “Hano,”  and  is  the  highest  quality  of  imported 
seed. 

The  American  crop  of  Red  Clover  the  past  season  was  only 
45%  of  the  preceding  crop,  and  there  is  every  indication  that 
stocks  of  native  grown  seed  will  be  exhausted  before  the 
actual  planting  season  is  over.  Native  grown  seed  should  have 
preference,  but  in  view  of  the  shortage  in  clover  seed,  the 
use  of  imported  seeds  of  suitable  kinds  would  seem  advisable 
for  practical  reasons.  We  do  not  handle  Italian  op  other  un- 
suited ciovers.

Our  seed  stocks 
have  been  carefully  selected  and  ginned  to  pi  event  mixture, 
and  every  precaution  used  to  supply  our  trade  with  seed  that 
can  be  depended  upon  for  the  best  results.  During  the  past 
two  months  there  has  been  a rush  of  buying  orders  for  cotton 
seed  throughout  the  South,  and  with  a consequence  that  odi- 
nary  gin-run  stocks  have  been  sold  for  seed  purposes  to  a 
very  large  extent.  Planting  mixed  seed  in  the  more  northerly 
eotton  growing  States  means  considerable  yield  reduction,  and 
seed  of  this  character  should  be  avoided.

SEED  POTATOES 

At  the  time  this  is  written  the  Co-operative  Potato  Growers 
Association,  who  are  handling  the  bulk  of  seed  stock  in  Maine 
this  year,  have  withdrawn  their  quotation  on  Irish  Cobbler 
Potatoes.  This  bears  out  the  opinions  that  there  is  an  un- 
usually short  supply  of  this  variety,  and  consequently  much 
higher  prices  are  in  view  the  coming  season. 

Every  year  there  are  a great  many  consignments  of  mixed 
potatoes  made  to  the  Southern  markets  by  potato  brokers  in 
the-New  England  States.  Undoubtedly,  due  to  the  scarcity 
of-Jrishr  Cobblers^ ,therb.AviIl  be  a _ good  many  cars  of  potatoes 
shipped  as  Cobblers  which  will  be  badly  mixed,  and  care  should' 
be  used  against  obtaining  this  stock,  as  planting  mixed  stocks 
of  potatoes  is  suicidal  for  crop  returns.  Last  year  six  car 
loads  of  potatoes  were  refused  by  seedsmen  in  Richmond  on 
account  of  inferior  mixed  stock,  but  later  were  actually  sold 
as  seed  potatoes.  These  conditions  account  for  the  variation 
in  prices  of  so-called  Maine  Potatoes. 

Due  to  the  relatively  low  prices  of  Virginia  Second  Crop 
Potatoes  in  comparison  with  Maine  stock,  they  have  been  in 
very  heavy  demand,  and  stoeks  are  running  very  low.  The 
demand  for  Virginia  Potatoes  has  been  increasing  steadily, 
due  to  their  superior  yielding  qualities.
